EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or

Reasons for Allowance 

The amendments filed August 31, 2007 and the supplemental amendments filed October 
3, 2007 have been entered and fully considered. The declaration by Dr. Jon Cooper submitted 
09/05/2007 has been fully considered. The amendments, remarks and the declaration, as a whole, 
are persuasive to overcome the rejections set forth in the prior office action. 

The claims as pending are directed to the a method of reducing the tissue damage caused 
by C-reactive protein in a patient in need thereof, comprising administering to the patient the 
phosphoryl choline derivatives herein defined. The claims would over come the rejections under 
35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph as set forth in the prior office action as the claims limit the scope

of the compounds useful in the method and limit the method for reducing damage. Further, the 
phosphorylcholine derivatives herein are structurally distinct from those disclosed by Yedgar et 
al. Also the prior art as a whole merely shows that CRP may be related to atherosclerosis, but 
provide no further guidance as to employ the particular CRP antagonist for reducing damage 
caused by CRP. As explained by the inventor, Dr. Pepys during the interview on August 14, 
2007, some, not all, of the patients who suffer stroke or cardiac infarction would maintain an 
elevated level of CRP after the initial stage, which would cause damage to tissue, (see the 
presentation filed 08/31/2007). The claims drawn to reducing damage caused by C-reactive 
protein in a patient in need thereof would have not been obvious as the prior art lack sufficient 
guidance, or direction to reach the particular limitation as herein claimed.
